IV. There are a great many 
Reflexions might be made upon 
theſe Two Letters, which I leave 
tothe Reader.

ment , but different from ours: 
and they don't give Credit to 
them, as of Divine Authority.

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X. But now when I fay with 
St. Ferom , that the Samaritans 
Pentateuch differs from the Fewiſh
